The rate of rapes, robberies | 
and aggravated assallts reported |

The Police Department was | 
urged to use more foot and = 
canine patrols outside the build- | 
ings. 

The Housing Authority was 
urged to modify the design of | 
future projects so as to elimin- 


ate construction defects con- 
tributing to crime. 
The September term jury, 


which filed its report with Cir- 
cuit Judge Theodore McMillian, 
had been specifically instructed 
by him to investigate crime in 
the housing projects.

e Based on testimony from 
tenants and other confidential 
sources, it is quite apparent 
that there is a considerable 
amount of crime in the Pruitt-- 
Vaughn-Igoe complex which is | 
never reported,” the jury said. 

The reason for this is a fear 
among tenants of reprisals, 
heightened by lack of effective 
prosecution in police courts of 
minor offenses, it was stated. 


“Outside teen-age hoodlums 
have used project buildings for 
gambling, drinking and all kinds 
of minor crimes for which there 
has been, in the eyes of the 
tenants, little or no prosecu- 
tion,” the juory said. “On many 
occasions these hoodlums have 
returned to the projects imme- 
diately after being discharged 
from the city courts to harry 
and molest the people who re- 
ported the crime.’ 

Juvenile Crime High. 

Incidence of juvenile crime in 
these projects is “extremely 
high,” the jury said. It noted 
that of 537 juvenile arrests in the 
Carr street police district in 
1958, 47 per cent were of project 
residents, although the popula- 
tion of the projects represents 
only 31.8 per cent of the district.

“T shall try to convey to every- 
one our earnestness in striving to 
reduce the tensions dividing man- 
kind—an effort requiring, as in- 
deed Mr. Khrushchev agrees, the 
beginning of mutual disarma- 
ment, Of course, I will stress 
that the first requirement of 
mutual disarmament is mutual 
verification.” 


Inspection Rights. 

By mutual verification he ob- 
viously meant the equal rights of 
inspection to see that any agree- 
ment to reduce armaments, in- 
cluding atomic weapons, is be- 
ing kept. This has been an un- 
solved issue and will be a pri- 
mary topic at the East-West 
summit conference ‘next year. 

To the independent and Soviet 
satellite nations he gave this 
with an implied comparison with 
Russia: 

“I hope to make thig truth 
clear—that, on all this earth, not 
anywhere does our nation seek 
territory, selfish gain or unfair 
advantage for itself. I hope all 
can understand that beyond our 
shores, as at home, America 
aspires only to promote human 
happiness, justly achieved.”

A bill to give the Traffic Com- | 
missioner power to establish or | 
remove traffic signals and stop | 
signs was reported favorably by | 
the aldermanic committee on’ 
traffic and traffic regulation to- 
day. The commissioner also’ 
would have authority to set 
speed limits. 

The measure, sponsored by the | 
the city administration, is intend- | 
ed as a substitute for provisions | 
of the proposed city charter | 
which was .defeated in an elec- 
tion in 1957, 


It is expected that the bill 
will be on the floor for passage 
at the board meeting next Fri- 
day. | 

Sets Up Rigid Standards. 

The measure, in addition to 
giving the traffic commissioner 
more power, sets up rigid stand- 
ards and criteria for him to fol- 
low in establishing traffic con- 
trols. 

The physical construction of 
streets—whether they are limit- 
ed-access highways, whether 
parking is prohibited or permit- 
ted, whether it is a ramp, an 
exit or an alley—would control 
the speed limit the commissioner 
could establish. 

Other provisions of the bill 
would make the traffic commis- 
sioner’s duties largely fact-find- 
ing. If standards set by the 
bill regarding traffic flow and 
width of streets are met at a 
particular intersection, he would 
install the appropriate control 
devices. - 

The bill would make it unnec- | 
essary for the Board of Alder- | 
men to pass an ordinance when- | 
ever a stop sign is established | 


or removed, a street is made a | 


one-way or a speed limit is 
changed, said Alderman Way- 
man F. Smith Jr. (Dem.), Eight- 
eenth Ward, chairman of the 
committee.

In a 
world sorely troubled by an athe- 
istic imperialism, it is a strong 
instrument of hope and of en- 
couragement to others who are 
eager with us, to do their part 
in sustaining the human spirit 
and human progress.”

Of these problems, one cries 
out for immediate solution. On 
this I want especially to com- 
ment before leaving tonight.

Arab Refugee 
Relief Before 
U.N.OnceAgain 


Support Likely to 
Be Continued in 
View of Touchy 
Situation.

THE UNITED NATIONS is 
about to renew its program for 
the support of Arab refugees 
from Israel. Other issues have | 
tended to obscure this one at the | 
current session of the General 
Assembly, but Arab refugees 
still exist—more than 1,000,000 
of them. 

They constitute not only a 
human problem but a political 
problem that still could ignite 
another war in the Middle East. 


The Arab refugees left Israel 
in the Arab-Israeli war of 1948. 
The largest number of them are 
in Jordan and in the Gaza strip. 
Others are in Lebanon and in 
Syria. Most live miserably in 
camps. 

They claim the right to return 
to their homes on Israeli soil, 
a right based on United Nations 
General Assembly action taken 
in 1948 and never repealed. 


Israel has integrated in its so- 
ciety some 200,000 Arabs, but 
declines to take a_ substantial 
number jn addition. Compensa- 
tion for losses suffered by the 
refugees is offered by Israel un- 
der certain circumstances. 


Year after year, the Arab 
refugee problem is a thorny is- 
sue in the United Nations and 
in the Middle East. Many of the 
*‘Fedayeen” raiders who har- 
assed Israel up until 1956 were 
recruited from the refugees.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., Dec. 
4 (AP)—The major leaguers 
moved on to Miami today for 
their own convention starting 
Monday and are expected to 
ratify the minor leagues’ action 
here in re-enacting the first-year 
player draft. The major clubs 
also hoped to add a few more 
player deals. to the four they 
concluded in St. Petersburg. 


The National Association of 
Professional Baseball Clubs, in 
their concluding session yester- 
day, rejected a proposal to re- 
introduce a bonus rule that 
would have curbed excessive 
payments to untried youngsters. 
Instead, the minors modified 
and then re-adopted the first- 
year draft rule making fresh- 
man players in organized base- 
ball eligible for unrestricted 
seléction. 


Only one change was made 
in the rule that prevailed this 
year. It now reads that a first- 
year player selected by a major 
league club for the $15,000 draft 
price may be optioned out to 
the minors at any time without 
waivers from the other clubs. 
Heretofore such a player had 
to pass through waivers. 

Vote Reported 17-3. 

Although no vote was an- 
nounced it was understood to 
have been 17-3 with one league 
abstaining. Milwaukee provided 
most of the opposition to the 
proposal offered by the Los An- 
geles club. 


“The idea is to save us from 
ourselves,” said Fresco Thomp- 
son, a Dodger vice president, 
who proposed the latest version 
to the rule.

Points started to become a 
problem for builders and real 
estate dealers in 1953 when the 
interest rate on mortgages rose 
rapidly, while the FHA-VA 
rates remained unchanged, un- 
der law. However, the matter 
didn’t become serious until 1956- 
57, when on an average of six 
points were needed to handle a 
444% FHA or VA loan. 

Who Pays? 

Who pays the points?—The law 
says the seller or builder must 
pay the points on an FHA or 
VA loan,’ when points are re- 
quired by a money lender. The 
seller or builder may, theoreti- 
cally, add these points to his ask- 
ing price of the property, if the 
FHA or VA appraisal will 
allow it, and provided the price 
is agreed upon in advance in the 
sales contract. 

Why do points have to be 
paid: —The Federal Government 
regulates by law the maximum 
interest rate that a mortgage 
lender may charge on a home 
loan fmsured by FHA, (cur- 
rently 634%) and a loan guar- 
anteed by VA (currently 544%). 
Today, the mortgage investor re- 
quires a gross, effective interest 
rate on his investment of about 


“64%. Every four points col- 


lected by the investor, on the 
average, increases the yield 4 
of. 1%, to expected maturity; 
therefore, to earn a 614% yield 
on a fixed-interest-rate loan, 6 
points must be collected on an 
FHA and 10 points on a VA 
‘Joan in excess of their” current 
legal rates. 

‘-Why-does the investor now re- 
quire 644%, effective rate? 
Most FHA loans are 

by the large insurance compa- 
nies and savings banks outside 
St. Louis. These loans are orig- 
inated by local mortgage bank- 
ers who sell to and service for 
these institutions.

Relative ease of financing, 
management and sale makes the 
ownership of single-family homes 
for rental purposes superior to 
apartment houses for investors, 
Robert J. Wilson, Certified Prop- 
erty Manager of Omaha, Nebr., 
says in an article in the current 
issue of the Journal of Property 
Management. 

The Journal is the quarterly 
publication of the Institute of 
Real Estate Management, a pro- 
fessional affiliate of the National 
Association of Real Estate 
Boards. 

“For far too many years now, 
it has been commonly assumed 
that for owners - investors, the 
multi-unit rental property has 
enjoyed a competitive advantage 
over the single-family dwelling,” 
writes Wilson. ‘‘But aren’t there 
really certain ways in which a 
house boasts a rental advan- 
tage?” -

Noting that it is usually advan- 
tageous to an owner to know the 
market value of his property for 
many reasons, Wilson maintains 
that the single-family dwelling is 
usually easier to value than are 
large rental projects. 

“In the purchase of real estate 
for rental purposes, care must 
be exercised in selection of units 
with respect to age, locations, 
probable rental rate, expected 
experses, financing and sales 
price,” Wilson cautioned. ‘As 
with any other type of invest- 
ment, real. estate must be care- 
fully selected and only certain 
properties should be purchased 
— and then only at certain 
prices.” .

A CERTAIN AMOUNT of 
tension in marriage is unavoid- 
able, If we all recognized this, 
then did what we could to keep 
discord at a minimum, at the 


- same time working to increase 


the pleasures and satisfactions, 
there would be considerably less 
misery among married folks 
than there is today. 

But many people make de- 
mands, on the basis of highly 
idealized images, which mar- 
riage can’t fulfill, then ask,

Intrigue in Holland 


“THE HOUSE OF THE SEVEN HAWKS,” at LOEW’S 
STATE THEATER, is abouj half-way between one of those 
private-eye melodramas which used to be popular in Holly- 
wood a dozen years ago, and the international intrigue mystery. 
It has Robert Taylor as a footloose Yankee 
running a small boat out of an English port 
for usually highly dubious patrons. A cus- 
tomer dies on him en route to Holland, 
leaving Robert smack in the middle of an 
intrigue over a fortune in diamonds which 
the Nazis stole from Holland during the 
war but which was sunk somewhere on a 


river. 


It follows a familiar pattern—an enticing, double-crossing 
beauty, the nice, high-spirited girl out to prove her dead 
father’s innocence of complicity, the finding of the beauty’s 
strangled body, the treacherous informant who plays both 
ends against the middle, the fat gang chief, the frame, the 
police inspector on the hero’s trail while the hero grimly 
does his own police work. The hero is that terse adventurer 
who isn’t too nicey-nice about such things as smuggling, but 
can't stomach murder and makes it a personal issue when 
they try to pin one on him. Shades of Humphrey Bogart, 
the hero still slaps around the thug sent to bring him in and 
still growls at the gang. chief to call the mug off before 
he really has to hurt him. 

But, even if it bears the same stamp, this is not another 
“The Maltese Falcon.” It is just fair as to suspense, taut- 
ness and mystery. Mr. Taylor, whose face is beginning to 
look a little worn after all these years, plays Robert Taylor 
excellently. Nicole Maurey and Linda Christian are the girls. 
Their faces certainly aren’t worn, but the roles they play are. 


Hilarious Crime Lampoon 


THE AMERICAN gangster melodrama is wide open for 
some spoofing, and director-producer Mario Zampi and screen- 
writer Michael Pertwee have given it an hilarious lampoon in 
the English comedy, “TOO MANY CROOKS,” at the APOLLO 
ART, 

It opens on a sinister midnight note, 
with a gunman’s moll posing as a street- 
walker casing a joint and signaling the 
gang with her handkerchief that the coast is 
clear. With the crash of glass as the gang 
driver’s foot slips and their truck smashes 
into the store front, setting off all sorts of 
burglar alarms, all attempts at seriousness are abandoned 
for broad and uninhibited satire. Its gang of crooks, with 
names like Fingers Snowdrop, Whisper and Charmaine, is the 
world’s most inept. Led by George Cole, who tries to talk 
tough but is frightened by his own shadow, they are bun- 
gling and futile. 

The object of their next caper is a rich tax-dodger who 
won’t keep his money in banks for fear of having it traced, 
so they know he must keep it at his office or home. This 
fellow is played by Terry-Thomas with as much subtlety as 
the hissing villain in an 1890 melodrama, but his maniacal 
ferocity and fiendish scheming is just right for the antic 
mood of the piece. Planning to kidnap his daughter, the 
crooks seize a woman in his home, stuff her in a coffin and 
take her away in a hearse, posing as undertakers, in one 
of the funniest sequences I have seen in months. She turns 
out to be Terry-Thomas’s meek wife. a former judo instruc- 
tress (Brenda De Banzie). Terry-Thomas laughs gleefully at 
all ransom requests. He is having a high old time with 
his secretary and a beautiful girl journalist and finds it con- 


WY 


- venient to haye his wife out of the way. 


This infuriates the wife when she hears of it, and, in 
revenge, she assumes command of the gang, pretends she 
has been murdered, and ‘puts the crooks on an efficient 
basis, robbing her husband of his last cent through a variety 
of schemes until you almost feel sorry for him. This is highly 
ingenious, carefree and consistently amusing, and is the 
funniest import from England this year. 


British Suspense Film 

“DECISION AGAINST TIME,” at the RICHMOND is an 
intelligent drama and it has been put together by some highly 
skilled English hands, producer Michael Balcon, director 
Charles Crichton and writer William Rose. Its star, Jack 
Hawkins, is a first-rate actor and is excel- 
lently cast as a test pilot of stability, bull- 
dog courage and yet sensitivity. The pic- 
ture is well made. So you wonder why the 
finished product isn’t more engrossing. 

I think it’s because it’s a one-device 
story. The pilot, worried over personal 
money troubles, is flying a new rocket- 
boosted two-engine prototype freighter plane on a demon- 
stration run for an official of a.company which may place 
a large order for it, and an Air Ministry representative. Fire 
develops in an engine, and Hawkins orders everyone else 
to bail out. 

The rest of the picture is devoted to Hawkins, refusing 
to bail out because if the plane crashes it will ruin his small 
company, trying to get the ship down on one engine without 
crashing it. This is tense, of course, but I think the tension 
is held too long on one note. It becomes a monotone. The 
best dramatic moment in the film is when he makes an 
impassioned, angry speech to his tearful wife (Elizabeth 
Sellars) on why he found it necessary to risk his life against 
@ hundred to one odds. 


How Bad Can They Get? 


“INSIDE THE MAFIA,” at the ORPHEUM, is a cheap 
capitalization on news stories about activities of the national 


crime syndicate. It opens with an assassination of a gang 


leader in a barber’s chair, similar to that of Albert Anastasia, 
and involves a play for power in the syndi- 
cate at a meeting at a country home in 
upper New York State, similar to one which 
was raided by New York state police at 
Apalachin, N.Y., two years ago. A deported 
chief of the Mafia called Lucero, obviously 
meant to be Lucky Luciano, flies back to 
reorganize the. syndicate. After the family 
of the keeper of the small local airport and a state police 
captain—certainly the most helpless policeman I’ve ever seen 
on the screen, one bad .enough to be in ‘Too Many Crooks” — 
are held at gun point for a while by a plotting triggerman 
(Cameron Mitchell), the meeting takes place and ends in 
a gun battle royal in which the gang chiefs kill each other. 
off. This is banal, atrociously directed, badly acted and 


_ tritely written.

A FEW MONTHS AGO a mo- 
mentous ceremony took place on 
the campus of Makerere College, 
the new University College of 


East Africa in the British pro- ° 


tectorate of Uganda. 

Queen Elizabeth, flanked by 
university dignitaries and at- 
tended by African women stu- 
dents, conferred on Josephine 
Nambose a diploma entitling her 
to practice medicine and surgery 
in Uganda, Britain or any Brit- 
ish-governed territory. 

It was Josephine’s great day. 
It was also a significant day for 
her people and her country. For 
she was East Africa’s first grad- 
uate woman doctor, trained in 
her country’s own new medical 
school. She is a symbol. of the 
creative forces which are build- 
ing new nations out of the old 
colonial central Africa. 


To grasp the importance of the 
event, one must consider the 
background of the woman who 
is now Dr. Josephine Namboze. 

A quiet, soft-spoken young 
woman of 24, she is a devout 
Catholic, one of a big family. 
Her father speaks little English, 
her mother none and she cannot 
read. Josephine’s life would nor- 


_mally have followed the age-old 


pattern—a peasant working with 
a hoe in the coffee and banana 


“shambas. 


Her childhood home was typ- 
ical. It is a house with three 
rooms, mud. walls, mud floors, 
glassless windows, rush roof and 
rough furniture. Water is carried 
from a well and food is cooked 
on charcoal. Set among rustling 
banana trees, it is reached by a 
winding path flanked by elephant 
grass six feet high. On hot nights 
malarious mosquitoes rise in 
clouds from the nearby papyrus 
swamps. | 


But Josephine’s quickness and 
responsiveness at mission pri- 
mary school @ingled her out for 
further education.. As a result 
she has moved into a new world, 
Consequently she is a~ pioneer, 
and what she has done will set 
the pattern for another genera- 
tion of African youth. 

The vision is clear to most 
young African minds. Dr. Nam- 
boze and other graduates from 
Makerere are in the front rank. 
Many others of East Africa’s 
millions are close behind. 

What kind of place is Make- 
rere, the alma mater of the new 
African professional classes? 

Selected for development by a 
British commission for’ colonial 
education in 1938, Makerere 
didn’t get started on its develop- 
ment program until 1946.

Many 
students then continue their edu- 
cation in the schools of medi- 
cine, education, agriculture, vet-

Makerere Medical School is al- 
ready famous as a center for 
tropical nutrition research.. Many 
significant discoveries have been 
made there including the recog- 
nition of three diseases causing 
wide-spread suffering in tropical 
‘Africa, Modern class rooms and 
laboratories accommodate 60 
medical students a year. 


Makerere College Farm, 12 
miles out, has taken shape as a 
model for future East African 
farms. Here agriculture students 
learn modern mechanized farm- 
ing. Full utilization of its agri- 
cultural resources is the key to 
East Africa’s future and only the 
best methods are good enough. 


The biggest professional school 
is the Institute of Education 
which is fully equipped for teach- 
ing child development, child 
psychology and educational tech- 
niques. In connection with it 
are modern. demonstration 
schools from kindergarten to 
senior high school. 


On the faculty of the Makerere 
School of Fine Arts, as assistant 
professor, is talented African 
artist Sam Ntiro whose paint- 
ings, when exhibited in London 
recently, sold quickly. Ntiro is 
a Makerere -graduate who took 
further training at the famous 
Slade School of Fine Arts in 
London. He is a Chagga tribes- 
man, one of the energetic moun-

tain people living on the slopes 
of Mount Kilimanjaro, Africa’s 
highest peak. His father is a 
peasant farmer. 


Sam, remembering his child- 


hood, has just completed four 
20-foot murals for the school 
which tell in glowing color the 
story of Chagga life. They depict 
hunting scenes, women work- 
ing beside irrigation ditches 
and the ceremonial prepara- 
tion of homemade Chagga beer.

But basic research 
is expensive, not only in money 
but in personnel. Shortages in 
both have been a problem, The 
aim now is to attract independ- 
ent finance and talent. And for 
this the university Is looking in- 
creasingly toward the West for 
help. 

Makerere is not a state uni- 
versity in the American sense. 
It has been generously financed 
mostly by the British taxpayers 
with regard to building and cap- 
ital development; and by the gov- 
ernments of Kenya, Tanganyika 
and Uganda for recurrent ex- 
pense. University administration 
is by an elected and appointed 
independent * council established 
inviolate by an act of the British 
Parliament. By this means po- 
litical or governmental control is 
prevented. Such freedom in the 
university is vital to any coun- 
try, especially if political ma- 
turity is lacking. 

Most of the students at Ma- 
kerere are native-born Africans, 
roughly a third each from the 
East African territories of Ugan- 
da, Kenya and Tanganyika. A 
few Arabs come across from the 
island of Zanzibar. A few score 
of African-born Indians and 
Goans and a sprinkling of Brit- 
ish complete the student body. 


Students live in six residential 
halls, each having its own com- 
munity and club life, Inter-hall 
competition on’ the athletic fields 
is fierce. Students are serious 
and work hard, but there is 
always laughter in the air. 

Political societies are well 
filled and debate is keen. Red- 
hot central issues are African 
self-determination, the color prob- 
lem in Africa and the United 
States. 

Side issues are the balance of 
power between Russia and the 


United States, the race into

The faculty numbers about 120. 
They are remarkable in their 
diversity. Most are graduates 
of British universities, but the 
United States and almost every 
British commonwealth country is 
represented, including Makerere 
itself. Visiting professors from 
America and the British com- 
monweath are coming to teach 
and study in increasing numbers. 


Both basic and applied re- 
search is going on. Examples 
are chemist John Peal’s work 
on steroid extraction from local 
yams, Prof Beadle’s biology 
team investigating the vast Afri- 
can swamps and Dr. Calvin 
Rose’s work on soil structure un- 
der tropical rainfall conditions.

She almost never 
works but when she does 
shé advertises it. I think I 
am going to blow up un- 
less I have some good advice from a good adviser like you. 
| DISGUSTED. 
My first word of advice: Remember, it can’t last 
forever. Don’t make your mom and dad feel worse by 
rushing into the hospital like a nervous wreck on 
wheels, Make yourself a schedule that will leave you 
enough time to do your schoolwork, visit the hospital 
and do the essential household tasks.

“HOW is ‘cholesterol level’ de- 
termined by a doctor? Is. it 
difficult or simple? There must 
be many,. like me, who would 
like to be informed about choles- 
terol in the interests of health.

Many people think they ought 
to ‘do something’ about choles- 
terol, yet the best doctors aren’t 
sure what ought to be done 
about it. Quite a difference of 
opinion has developed lately. 

The test itself involves draw- 
ing a blood sample which is 
sent to a laboratory for a mod- 

plicated test (sub- 
ject to considerable variation, 
by the way) after which the 
report goes back to the doctor. 
It is then his job to figure out 
how the lab test applies to this 
particular patient. It isn’t 
easy.

There seems to be some re- 
lation between cholesterol and 
hardening of the arteries. Since 
cholesterol is necessary to the 
body, the question isn’t whether 
we should have cholesterol in 
the blood but rather what makes 
it deposit itself on the walls of 
the arteries. Recently research 
people have been suspecting that 
another fatty material, trigly- 
ceride, may be more significant 
in hardening of the arteries. 


If you had no cholesterol at all 
in your diet, the body would 
manufacture it from other foods 
you eat. On the other hand, 
diet does seem to have some 
effect on how much cholesterol 
is in the blood. What we don’t 
know is why and how it is de- 
posited. 

The significant known facts 
about cholesterol are: (1.) The 
body manufactures it from fat 
sources; (2.) Nervous tension 
seems to have some effect on 
the cholesterol level in the 
blood; (3.) Extremely rigid diet 
low in. fat tends to lower the 
level; (4.) Certain drugs also do 
so, and (5.) Males have higher 
levels, in general, than females. 

Vegetable and fish oils (so 
called “‘unsaturated fatty acids’’) 
tend to lower the level; the ‘“‘sat-

urated fatty acids” from meat 
fat, butter, cream, egg yolk and 
shortenings, tend to raise it. 


Yet even controlled diets have 
not always been successful in low- 
ering the cholesterol level over 
long periods. And I feel pretty 
sure that we can’t hang the 
problem of the arteries on this 
one single peg. We’ve got to find 
out more. 


From the practical stand- 
point, my feeling is that it may 


of Arteries 


to try to go easy on the “sat- 
urated” fats and substitute the 
unsaturated ones. A good rule 
of thumb is that the “satu- 
rated” ones are fats which are 
solid at room temperature; 
the “unsaturated,” such as 
vegetable fats, are liquid. 


But if that is worth doing, then 
at least one other thing to pro- 
tect your arteries: Keep your 
emotions on an even keelf As 
I said, I don’t know the “why.” 
Nobody does. But we know 
these two factors, excessively 
high cholesterol, and excessive 
tension, SEEM to be important 
factors. So let’s do the best we 
can. 


NOTE TO MRS. C.S.: There 
is no reason why pills or shots, 
administered during pregnancy, 
would harm the baby. They cer- 
tainly would not, in any way, 
incite appendicitis in the baby. 
It is true, of course, that some 
drugs can be harmful if taken 
by a pregnant mother—but these 
are not ones that would be pre- 
scribed without good reason.
